REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


The  following  report  of  the  School  Board  of  Fitzwilliam 
for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1889,  is  respectfull}'  submitted  : 

In  reviewing  the  school  3'ear,  the  result,  though  far  from 
satisfactory,  is  as  good  as  could  reasonably  be  expected. 
There  has  been  a  wide  range  in  the  qualifications  of  the 
teachers  employed  ;  some  of  them  were  eminently  qualified 
to  instruct  in  all  the  branches  required  by  law,  while  some 
did  not  come  up  to  the  required  standard.  It  is  b}'  no  means 
certain,  that  because  a  teacher  has  graduated  at  some  high 
school,  that  they  are  competent  to  teach  ;  many  times  the 
higher  branches  are  taken  up,  to  the  neglect  of  the  common 
ones,.and  there  are  graduates  who  are  not  as  well  qualified  to 
teach  as  some  of  our  common  school  girls.  Teachers  should 
have  good  judgment,  as  well  as  book  knowledge,  and  should 
have  a  love  for  their  work,  and  not  engage  in  the  business 
simply  because  the}'  can  get  a  certain  amount  of  money  by 
working  fewer  hours,  than  at  almost  anything  else. 

Many  of  the  schools  did  not  commence  in  the  Spring  un- 
til a  week  or  two  later  than  usual,  on  account  of  the  bad 
travelling ;  but  in  ever}'  instance  the  parents  were  consulted 
in  reference  to  their  commencing.  The  same  plan  has  been 
adopted  with  reference  to  Union  District  No.  6,  as  last  year. 
We  have  paid  for  transporting  the  scholars  to  No.  5  school. 
There  has  been  no  school  in  District  No.  11.  An  arrange- 
ment was  made  with  the  School  Board  in  Royalston,  where- 
by Mr.  Derby's  children  should  attend  there,  while  Mr.  Arm- 


strong  living  in  Ro^^alston  should  have  the  privilege  of  send- 
ing his  children  to  No.  3  in  this  town.  At  the  expiration  of 
the  Fall  term  Mr.  Armstrong  removed  to  this  town,  hence 
we  shall  pay  tuition  for  the  Derby  scholars  for  the  Winter 
term. 

The  schools  in  Districts  Nos.  2  and  12  are  much  too 
small  to  be  profitably  continued,  unless  families  should  move 
into  the  Districts  who  have  scholars  to  send. 

The  Summer  term  in  the  Grammar  department  of  No.  5 
school  closed  without  a  public  examination  ;  the  trouble  was 
outside  the  school  room.  The  parents  withdrew  their  schol- 
ars from  No.  9  school,  the  fourth  week  of  the  Summer  term, 
without  notifying  the  School  Board  ;  the  result  was  they  had 
no  school  their  until  Fall. 

There  has  been  but  little  money  expended  in  repairs  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  A  new  stove  with  new  pipe  was  put  in 
the  school  house  in  No.  10.  There  has  been  glass  set  in 
several  school  houses  and  some  other  needed  repairs.  More 
money  will  have  to  be  expended  the  coming  year  in  order  to 
keep  the  houses  in  as  good  condition  as  the}'  should  be. 

The  average  attendance,  as  well  as  the  roll  of  honor,  has 
been  materially  affected  in  several  schools,  by  the  prevalence 
of  measles  and  whooping-cough.  The  School  Board  pro- 
posed to  expend  all,  or  nearly  all  the  money  appropriated  for 
schools  during  the  past  year.  A  Winter  term  of  nine  weeks 
was  taught  in  No.  5,  a  term  of  eight  weeks  in  No.  3.  It  was 
expected  the  older  pupils  from  No.  7  would  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege  of  attending  No.  3,  but  none  of  them  at- 
tended. The  people  in  No.  1  declined  to  have  a  Winter 
term,  and  in  No.  9  it  was  thought  not  best  on  account  of  the 
whooping-cough  among  the  school  children  ;  hence  there  will 
be  money  left  in  the  treasury  again  this  year.  In  one  or  two 
instances  we  have  observed  with  pleasure,  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  school,  while  in 
others  there  has  been  a  deplorable  lack  of  proper  discipline. 
Children    that    are    under   no  restraint   at   home,   and   that 


openly  defy  parental  authority,  are  very  apt  to  set  at  de- 
fiance the  authority  of  the  teacher.  The  School  Board  in- 
structed the  teachers  of  the  several  schools  to  maintain 
order,  even  if  some  had  to  be  expelled  from  school.  The 
wise  man  said  "  spare  the  rod,  and  spoil  the  child,"  but  in 
this  nineteenth  century,  there  is  a  new  version,  spoil  the  rod, 
and  spare  the  child.  The  pernicious  habit  of  whispering  in 
school  should  at  once  be  abolished.  If  parents  would  teach 
their  children  that  misbehavior  in  school  is  a  disgrace,  and 
offer  a  reward  for  good  conduct,  and  withhold  it  if  thej  are 
disobedient,  they  would  in  this  way  render  valuable  aid  to 
the  teacher. 

In  looking  over  the  registers  it  will  be  seen  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  visitors  in  the  different  schools  are  school 
children  and  youth  from  adjoining  districts.  While  we  do 
not  object  to  this  class  of  visitors,  we  would  urge  upon  the 
parents  the  importance  of  their  visiting  the  school  once  or 
twice  during  the  term. 

In  conclusion,  if  we  would  have  good   schools   we  must 
have  able  and  efficient  teachers,  studious  and  obedient  pupils, 
and  parents  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  teacher.

There  have  been  added  37  new  books  to  the  libraiy  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Fiction  still  constitutes  the  larger  portion 
of  the  books  read.  While  we  would  not  depreciate  its 
claim  to  a  proportionate  part  of  the  time  which  a  person 
is  able  to  devote  to  reading,  to  make  an  exclusive  selection 
of  it  to  the  neglect  of  standard  biography  and  history  is  a

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waste  of  opportunity.  Our  library  according  to  its  number 
of  volumes  contains  a  larger  number  of  standard  works  of 
the  latter  kind  than  most  town  libraries,  and  the  young  should 
remember  that  such  works  as  "Lockhart's  Life  of  Scott," 
"  Boswell's  Johnson"  and  Southe3''s  "Lord  Nelson"  are 
English  classics.  Rooks  of  this  character  should  not  be 
allowed  to  remain  on  the  back  shelves  of  the  library  and 
taken  down  only  to  be  dusted. 

If  "  reading  makes  a  full  man,"  it  is  also  true  that  "  his- 
tor}-  makes  men  wise  "  and  biography  is  history  under  anoth- 
er name  with  the  additional  advantage  that  we  catch  some- 
thing of  the  inspiration  of  a  noble  life  and  feel  its  presence. 

Since  our  last  report  the  library  room  has  been  adorned 
by  a  generous  donation  of  pictures  from  Mrs.  Susan  E. 
Allen  from  the  collection  of  her  husband  the  late  John  J. 
Allen,  Jr.  These  pictures  are  engravings  of  celebrated 
works  of  art  and  are  loaned  to  the  library'  for  exhibition. 

AVe  have  also  received  from  the  Earl  of  Fitzv\illiam  some 
20  photographs,  pictures  of  himself  and  family,  famih'  man- 
sion and  places  of  interest  about  his  home  in  England. 
These  pictures  have  been  framed  by  Mr.  Charles  Whittemore 
of  New  York  city  at  his  own  expense  and  presented  as  a 
donation  to  the  library.  We  would  gratefulh*  acknowledge 
our  obligation  to  the  donors  for  these  gifts  and  in  behalf  of 
the  town  tender  our  sincere  thanks.  The  opening  of  the 
librar}'  Wednesday  evenings  of  each  week  for  a  reading  room 
has  been  suggested.  Of  course  this  could  not  be  done  with- 
out an  increase  of  compensation  for  the  librarian.  We  are 
fully  persuaded  of  the  benefits  that  would  ensue  should  this 
suggestion  be  adopted.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in  said 
town,  on  the  second  Tiicsday  of  March  next,  at  nine  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  snl»jects: 

Akticle  1. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2. — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  town  officers 
and  committees  and  agents  hci'etofore  clidsen. 

Art.  3. — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Art.  4. — To  take  by  ballot  the  sense  of  the  qualified 
voters  whether  the  alterations  and  amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  proposed  by  the 
Constitutional  Convention  shall  be  approved. 

Art.  5. — To  choose  by  ballot  an  Agent  to  have  charge 
and  control  of  the  town  house,  and  to  determine  the  amount 
of  his  salary. 

Art.  6. — To  raise  money  to  defray  town  charges  and  de- 
termine the  amount. 

Art.  7. — To  raise  money  for  schooling  and  determine  the 
amount,  and  also  to  make  disposition  of  the  Literary  Fund. 

Art.  8. — To  raise  money  for  highways  and  bridges  and 
determine  how  the  same  shall  be  paid  and  expended. 

Art.  9. — To  allow  accounts  against  the  town. 

Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
highway  leading  from  the  forks  of  tlie  road  near  the  house 
of  J.  C.  Baldwin  to  the  forks  of  the  road  East  of  Thomas 
Lynch's  house  on  the  Templeton  road. 

Art.  11. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars 
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ibr  the  purchasing  and  fitting  a  ceinetary  lot.  Also  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  where  such  lot 
shall  be  laid  out.

— To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  3'eaily  to  be  expended  by  the  Supervisors 
of  the  town  Library  for  the  purchase  of  new  books. 

Art.  15. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Supervisors  of  the  town  Librai-y  to  have  books,  pictures, 
book  cases,  etc.,  insured  and  determine  the  amount. 

Art.  16. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  to  impiove  the  highway  between  the 
depot  and  the  residence  of  E.  E.  Roundy. 

Art.  17. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  shingling 
or  slating  and  for  painting  and  mnking  other  necessary  repairs 
to  the  engine  house,  and  that  the  same  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Fire  Wards.
